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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The Examiner has carefully considered Applicants' remarks filed on 4/8/2004. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Rejections not maintained are withdrawn. In particular, Applicants' response 
arguing that "the reference to Figure 5(c) is inappropriate, as what is shown in this figure 
is the structure along the break striation after stretching to the breaking point of the 
expanded PTFE. Thus the continuous expanded PTFE structure has been destroyed in 
this figure, and no coated node and fibril structure remains." (Remarks, pages 1-2, 
bridging paragraph) is persuasive. As such, Fig. 5(c) is withdrawn from being an 
evidence of visible contours of the nodes and fibrils. 

Response to Amendment 

4. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Worden et al. (US 444351 1 ), substantially for the reasons set forth in section 4 of Paper 
No. 0924, together with the following additional observations. 

Applicants' argument that "Applicants agree that the surface shown in Figures 
2(b) and 4(a)-(c) are not featureless. However, applicants submit that these features 
are not ones which show the contours of the nodes and fibrils, as presently claimed." 
(Remarks, pages 1-2, bridging paragraph) has been carefully considered, but is not 
persuasive. Since it is common knowledge that the surface feature of a thin coating 
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generally conforms to the contours of the substrate surface morphology, as evidenced 
by Caldwell (US 5004643) which shows in Fig. 13a that the contours of underlying 
substrate are visible through the coating, the Examiner notes that it unlikely the surface 
feature of Worden are formed inherently, and unrelated to the contours of the nodes 
and fibrils of the microporous PFTE substrate. Further, it is noted that Applicants have 
failed to provide any evidentiary support that features shown Fig. 2(b) and 4(a)-(c) are 
not the contours of the nodes and fibrils. It is well settled that Attorney arguments 
cannot take the place of evidence. MPEP § 71 6.01 (c).
